[P.  126.] 

E  row  turn  from  exemplifying  vic¬ 
tory  without  equivalent  advantage 
in  one  quarter,  to  behold  the  nioA,  inif- 
chievouR  confequenccs  of  defeat  in  ano¬ 
ther.  The  war  upon  the  tide  of  Canada 
and  the  lakes  was  committed  'to  the 
eh-arge  of  Lieutenant-general  Burgoyne  ; 
an  olliccr  whofc  ability  was  unc^ueftion- 
eJ,  and  whofc  fpirit  of  eiiicrpnze,  and' 
thi.'Rfor  military  glory,  how’cvcr  rivalled,* 
Gou’ui  i,ot  poflihly  he  exceeded. 

•This  appointment,  however  palliated 
01*  judilied  by  the  propriety  or  luppofed' 
iieccfTity  of  the  Governor's  conftanl  refi- 
driice  in  this  province,  could  hot  fail  of 
heiiig*  lenfibly  felt,  and  could  fcarccly  be' 
fnpnored  not  to  give, umbrage  to  General 
Caricton,  to  whofc  abilities  and  rcfolu- 
tion  tills  nation  in  general  acknowledged, 
and  the  world  attributed,  the  preferVa- 
tion  of  Canada.  It  was  faid^  that  his 
powers  had  been  dimiiilfhed  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  yrcatiKlb  of  his  ferviecs.

Ms  dIrcAion.  It  was  now  fuddenly  fc' 
drained  to  tiie  narrow  limits  of  his  own 
province.'  He  had,  faid  his  friends,  in 
the  preceding  campaign,  not  only  driven 
the  enemy  out  of  Canada,  but  a  great 
navd  armament  had  been  formed,  the 
enemy's  force  on  Lake  Champlain  dc- 
llroycd,  and  Crown  Point  recovered,  tin¬ 
der  his  authority.  The  latencfs  of  the 
feafon  only  prevented  him  from  attack¬ 
ing  Ticondcroga,  and  immediately  profe- 
cuting  the  wnr  to  the  fouthward.  He 
had,  during  the  winter,  exerted  hit  ufual 
induRry,  and  applied  his  military  fkilt 
and  judgment,  in  the  forwarding  of  every 
preparation  which  might  conduce  to  the, 
fuccefi  of  the  delign  in  the  enfuing  cam¬ 
paign.

That  as  their 
ideas  of  war  and  of  courage  .were  totally 
clitferent  from  thofe  of  civilized  nations, 
fo.  notwithflanding  their  ferocity  of  cha- 
and  the  incredible  fpecimens  of 
paflive  valour,  which  they  fometimes  ex¬ 
hibited  in  cafes  adapted  to  their  own 
<>pinions,  they  not  only  abhorred,  but 
leaded,  whatever  is  conlidered  as  fair 
aiol  >;eneroiis  fervice  among  Kuropeang, 
•vherein  the  contending  parties  bravely 
l.  ik  and  arc  included  in  one  common 
linger,  trufting  only  for  fuccefs  to  their 
lujicrior  (kill  and  courage.  That  their 
oi>ieet  and  defign  in  all  w^ars  was  not  to 
figlu,  but  to  murder  ;  not  to  conquer, 
Out  to  deftroy.  In  a  w’ord,  that  their 
h  rvice  was  uncertain,  their  rapacity  in- 
fitiate,  their  faith  ever  doubtful,  and 
ihcir  adion  cruel  and  barbarous. 

Whatever  his  reafoivs  were  for  not  em- 
pioring  them  in  a  more  early  and  cffcc- 
iH.il  manner,  if  it  were  in  his  pow’cr  to 
doit  as  early  and  effeduaily  as  was  ima¬ 
gined,  this  condud  was  far  from  being 
generally  approved  of  at  home.  Thofe 
wlio  w^ere  particularly  warm  in  their  zeal 
airainflthc  colonieF,  began  fomewhat  to 
urget  their  natural  humanity  in  their 
aiJKer.  They  infilled,  that  every  ap- 
p  trance  of  lenience  in  fuch  circum- 
P  ji.ccs  was  adual  cruelty  in  the  effed, 
bv  ading  as  an  incentive  to  difobedience, 
and  increafing  the  objeds  of  punilhment. 
Tiiat,  on  the  contrary,  partial  feverity 
was  general  mercy ;  as  timely  exertions 
•»f  inhicc  and  llrid  inllidions  of  punifti- 
nient,  were  at  all  times  the  fure  means  of 
prjvLufing  crimes.  I'hat  the  only  mc-

This  dodtine 
was  fupported  by  the  avowed  friends  ®f 
government,  whether  out  of  oiBlcc  or  in 
the  fubordinatc  departments  of  the  date  ; 
it  WMs  alfo  generally  fiippofcd  to  be  con- 
fonant  to  the  opinions  of  the  miniderg, 
and  that  General  Carlcton's  fcruplts  rr 
niceties  upon  this  point  were  by  no  means 
acceptable. 

However  this  was,  in  the  prtfent  ar¬ 
rangement,  the  aid  of  the  favages  w»as 
conlidered  as  a  principal  member  of  that 
force  which  w’as  dt  (lined  to  the  profecu- 
tion  of  the  northern  war ;  and  the  Gover¬ 
nor  of  Canada  was  accordingly  enjoined 
to  ufe  his  u^moll  weight  and  inilnencc 
in  bringing  ihe  Indian  nations  forw'ard  in 
fupport.  of  the  expedition.  His  zeal  was 
as  aitive  in  fulfilling  this  duty,  as  it  v  as 
in  evciy  other  which  appertained  to  the 
prefenl  fervirc-  Nt»r  was  his  fuccefs  dif- 
proportioned  to  his  zeal.  Whether  it 
proceeded  from  the  Governor's  influence 
with  the  Indians,  their  avidity  to  feize 
the  prefents  which  were  now  liberally 
diftributed  amonglt  them,  from  their  own 
innate  third  for  war  and  plunder,  or, 
more  probably,  from  the  joint  operation 
of  all  thefe  caufes,  their  remote  as  well  as 
near  nations  poured  forth  their  warriors 
in  fuch  abundance,  that  he  became  at 
length  apprehenfive  that  their  numbers 
might  render  them  an  incumbrance  ra¬ 
ther  than  an  aid  to  the  army. 

The  regular  force  allotted  to  the  ex¬ 
pedition  conduced  by  General  Burgoync, 
confining  of  Britilb  and  German  troops, 
amounted  to  7173  men,  cxclufivc  of  the 
artillery  corps.  Of  thefe,  the  German 
corps  (confifting  moftly  of  Brunfwickers ) 
amounted  to  3117.  The  fores  required 
by  that  General  in  the  propofals  which 
he  laid  before  the  Minifter,  confided  of 
8000  regulars,  rank  and  file,  befidcs  the 
artillery,  a  corps  of  watermen,  too©  Ca¬ 
nadians,  including  hatchetmen,  and  other 
w’orkmcn,  with  a  thotifand,  or  more,  ra¬ 
vages.  We  have  no  certain  information 
what  numbers  of  thefe  auxiliaries  were 
in  adliial  fervice  upon  the  expedition. 

Canada  was  largely  rated,  and  itsinhi- 
bitanls  muft  have  fenfihly  felt  the  propor¬ 
tion  which  they  were  allotted  to  contri¬ 
buted  towards  this  fervice.

Rofs,  the  oppofite  part  of  Mull,  in  order 
to  be  provided  with  that  commodity.

N  the  next  place,  let  it  be  conlidcred 
that  the  votaries  of  the  Church 
Rouie  have  a  warm  7cal  to  gain  profe- 
lytes  to  their  religion.  The  unwearied 
labours  of  the  Jeiults  for  this  crul  arc 
worthy  of  obfervatioii ;  and  when  the 
Spaniards  were  carrying  iJii  the  conqueft 
of  America  in  a  manner  difgraceful  to 
humanity,  yet  fo  great  was  their  '/tal  for 
religion,  tliat  they  endeavoured,  by  c-c- 
ry  method,  to  propagate  their  rcligioa 
among  them;  even,  in  ProtiiUnt  coun- 
triep,  we  have  reafon  to  fear  that  their 
attempts  will  prove  too  fuccelol'ui  ;  for 
tlie  Popifii  religion  has  that  external  Ihow 
which  is  apt  to  impufc  upon  tlie  minds  of 
men  of  weak  underftandings  ;  and  their 
religion  is  alfo  exceedingly  iudulgent  to 
the  vices  of  men  ;  a  certain  Aim  of  mo¬ 
ney  will  obtain  an  indulgence  and  par¬ 
don  for  the  moft  detcfiahle  crimes ;  and 
a  faint  of  that  church  deferibes  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  a  good  Chriftian  as  confiding  io 
mere  ceremonial  obfervances.  Now  it  is 
evident,  that  men  will  much  moie  ealily 
fubmit  to  external  rites,  than  abandon 
their  crimes,  and  apply  thcmfclvcs  (o  the 
practice  of  univerfal  morality.  Since, 
thcn,Papift»i  are  very  zealous  to  make  proi 
felytef,  fince  men  arc  fo  eafily  engaged  to 
embrace  this  fpltiidid  and  indulgent  re* 
ligion,  certainly  it  becomes  every  wife 
and  good  Prince  to  take  rneafuies  that 
Roman  Catholics  may  not  have  liberty  to 
attempt,  by  their  infi. lions  arlp,  to  fe- 
ducc  his  fuf>ie<5ts  from  a  pure  and  ratio¬ 
nal  religion  to  a  corrupt  and  imreafon- 
able  one. 

Again,  the  Roman  Catholic  rcligioa 
infpircs  its  votaries  with  a  cruel  and  ptr- 
fecuting  fpiiit ;  it  would  be  improper 
here  to  cuter  upen  a  long  d:Uil  of  the

Church  of  Rome  holds,  that  the  Pope, 
liie  head  of  the  church,  can  grant  men 
ar.  indulgence  to  commit  arftions  forbid- 
t'.eri  by  the  divine  law,  and  after  a  pcrfoii 
obtains  a  pcrmiHioii  to  do  fuch  thingi*,  is 
it  not  lawlul  for  him  to  do  them  ?  And 
if  the  Pope  (ball  be  plcafcd  to  grant  an 
indulgence  to  any  member  of  his  church' 
tv>  bre*ak  his  promife  given  to  a  heretic, 
wiii  it  not,  according  to  the  doctrine  of 
tiic  Cliurch  of  Rome,  be  lawful  for  that 
pel fon  to  break  his  proinifc?  It  is  alfo 
a  iloctrinc  of  tire  Church  of  Rome,  that 
men  ought  to  be  excommunicated  on 
account  of  licrefy  ;  and  likewife,  that  an 
rxcomnuinicalcd  peifon  is  deprived  of 
all  thefe  rights  which  he  formerly  poflef- 
fed;  if  he  is  a  king,  lie  lofts  all  right  to  that 
honour  and  obedience  which  his  fubie(?Is 
promifed  him  ;  if  he  is  a  mafter,  he  lofcs 
ailii^ht  to  that  t*litditrice  anil  fcrvicc 
wliicti  liis  fervants  were  bound  to  pay 
him  ;  ai.d  if  he  is  a  fatlier,  he  lofes  all 
right  to  the  allilbnce  and  obedience  of 
his  fob.  Suppoling  another  perfon  has, 
by  f(.>m?  paCTon  or  bond,  engaged  to  do 
hi.m  foine  kind  othce,  ub  to  pay  him  a  1 
certain  fum  of  money,  he  ought  not  to  f 
liiltii  fuc.n  erga^en  ents  to  an  txcominu- 
rlc.iU’d  perlon.  Since,  tlicn,  hertfy,  ac- 
I'urddig  lo  the  dodrine  tf  the  Roman 
Citliohcs,  deferves  excommunicatiop, 
and  lince  excommunicated  peifons  lofe 
at!  their  former  rights,  it  iiuill  be  laivfiil 
t.)  break  our  promiles  to  them  ;  for, 
fnrely,  it  i>  iiut  unhvvful  to  witii-hoM 
from  a  perbm  th.at  winch  is  not  bis  due; 
i.ay,  according  to  tiiclr  doctrine,  it 
would  be  high''/  ur.lav.fu!  to  perforin 
thefe  tliiinrs  lo  vildcii  we  vv’cic  formerly 
’oLund  to  r.n  excommunicated  perfon. 
Tjoia  thefe  remark?,  is  it  not  evident,  that' 
liie  Church  i:f  Rome  hold?  the  lawfiilncfs* 
i-f  hicakii.g  fncli  piomifes  or  covenants 
as  are  made  with  tliofe  whom  they  call 
hcreuci  ?  And  is  not  this  a  moft  detef- 
t  iMr  ai  d  nuitfal  tenet  ?  lldilfolvcs  one 
<d'  the  drcngrft  and  moll  facreu  bonds  of 
!;um.in  lOi^hw  ;  it  gives  men  a  liberty  to 
i.iiUiige  i!.r:i  ft’.ves  io  tl.e  groll'elt  per¬ 
il  ay ;  and  it  tends  in  a  very  high  degree 
t)  pro  luce  ‘he  nicil  pernicious  conft- 
ip.unces  amongH  n.ankuul  :  arul  if  any 
rr.it4  1  e  aiUiated  with  a  laudable  zeal  for 
tlietr  own  peace  and  laftty,  they  will 
never  permit  a  body  of  men  who  hold  fJ 
bale  ami  fo  hurtful  a  principle  to 
ciate  with  them.  1 

If,  then,  we  are  animated  with  any 
zcil  fur  true  rcligioD^  with  any  love  " 
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p  li'irning,  of  civil  and  religious  liberty, 
I  and  with  any  regard  to  the  happincfs  of 
I  nunliind, — let  uv  wage  inceffant  war  with 
I  that  ialle  religion  which  tends  to  darken 
If  the  mind  vvitli  ignorance,  to  jperplex  it 
I  \tith  error,  and  to  enflame  it  with  enthu- 
q  liann:  which  tends  to  baniih  from  amongft 
If  manl^ind  the  love  of  piety  anti  virtue, 
j'r.Uiti’.dc,  fidelity,  and  charity,  and  to 
}  f.ll  ii»c  world  with  impiety  and  fuperfti- 
I  tior,  with  ingratitude,  treachery,  and 
n  ijcliy,  and  with  all  the  (hocking  effedts 
U  w  hicii  muft  arilc  from  principles  fb  con- 
0  tr.ulidory  to  revelation,  to  reafon  and

vrniencics,  btcaufe  they  embrace  fuch  a 
|j  rdtgion  as  is  mod  agreeable  to  the  light  of 
11  iheii  confciences.  To  this  1  anfwcr,  it 
I  it  llnnctimca  lawful  and  expedient  for  a 
P  itate  to  lay  certain  inconveniencies  upon 
||  isuividuals  for  the  good  of  the  whole, 
for  inllancc,  the  fon  of  a  traitor  forfeits 


l.iin  to  avenge  the  death  of  his  father, 
and  excite  commotions  in  the  date.  And 
)1  any  body  of  men  (hall  hold  fuch  opi- 
T.icns,  and  indulge  fuch  pradices  as  arc 
iiituiihilent  with  the  peace  of  fociety, 
aic  they  not  to  be  reftrained  becaufe  they 
||  prrtthd  they  aic  aduatjd  by  a  principle 
I  of  cuulcience  ?  When  Mupcer  and  his 
I  i  dinwcis  railed  great  commotione,  was 
I  it  unlawful  for  the  reigning  powers  to 
I  ch^nilc  them,  becaulc  they  (aid  they  ac- 
^5  ted  according  to  their  con(cienccs  ?  And 
hn  ther,  fuppofing  that  Roman' Catlmlics 
J  were  pofleired  of  wealth,  inOuence,  and 
I  sn’hority,  in  a  Protellant  country,  is  it 
I  not  to  be  thought  that  they  will  exert  all 
I  their  power  fi.r  the  intcred  of  their 
I  viiurch?  and  if  once  they  attain  a  Aiffi- 

Icient  degree  of  ftrengih,  will  they  fcruplc 
I  to  blow  up  the  flames  of  perfecution  a- 
I  r^inft  the  Proteftants?  Once  more,  the 
1  ipint  which  their  religion  infpires  ought 
to  deter  us  from  giving  them  a  legal  to¬ 
leration,  although  they  pretend  that  they 
“.'I  ^^cording  to  the  ditftates  of  their  con- 
hience,  for  the  genius  of  that  religion  is 
j|  'ruci  and  bloody.  Can  we  imagine 
that  any  thing  but  that  enthuliafiD  which 
i  VoL.  XJLIJJ. 


a  falfc  religion  infpires,  could  Indigate 
to  (uch  cruel  deeds.  When  we  rcKc^ft 
upon  the  multitudes  which  behoved 
to  be  engaged  in  ihefe  mcafures,  we 
cannot  imagine  that  they  were  all  of  A 
bloody  and  barbarous  dirpolition  :  what 
then  but  their  religion  could  pron-;t 
them  calmly  to  rcfolvc  upon  ihe  deft  ruc¬ 
tion  of  fo  many  of  their  fellow-men,  niut 
lead  them  into  the  perpetration  of  ihclr 
horrid  detigns.  Animated  with  the  (pi- 
rit  of  this  religion,  they  Ihcalhed  their 
fwords  in  the  bread  of  their  unfulpcdlin^ 
neighbours ;  and,  not  contented  with 
barely  putting  them  to  death,  they  in-- 
flidted  upon  them  all  thefe  barbarous  tor¬ 
tures  which  wit  could  devife,  or  cruelty 
execute.  Although,  therefore,  Roman 
Catholics  pretend  to  adt  from  confcicnce, 
felf-prefcrvation,  that  tird  law  of  nature, 
forbids  us  to  tolerate  them. 

Again,  it  is  faid,  that  it  is  inconfiflent 
with  the  gentle  fpirit  of  chridianity  to 
pcrfccutc  Ihofc  who  profefs  a  falfc  reli¬ 
gion.  In  anfwer  to  this  objedlion,  I 
would  obferve,  that  wc  do  not  think  that 
any  kind  of  external  puniihmcnts  are  to 
be  ufed,  in  order  to  render  men  good 
Chridians  ;  no ;  in  order  to  this,  wc  are 
only  to  ul'e  found  reafoning,  and  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  good  example.  But  it  is  as 
certain  that  Chridianity  was  never  in¬ 
tended  to  deprive  man  of  any  of  iheic 
privileges  w’hich  he  formerly  enjoyed: 
now,  it  is  evident,  that  every  (late  has  a 
right  to  life  every  lawful  method  to  pre- 
ferve  its  peace  and  happinefs,  and  confe- 
quently  to  bani(h  out  of  it  fuch  per- 
fons  as  they  know  would  be  hurtful  to 
their  intcred  ;  and  of  this  number  arc  the 
Roman  Catholics ;  and  conf^^qucntly  it  is 
lawful  for  the  governors  of  a  Protedant 
country  to  prohibit  the  exercife  of  that 
religion  among  them.  Yours,  &c.

Itit-perflitious  Cu,lQms  and  Sayings  nocju  in 
ufe,

would  never  pair  their  nails  upon  the 
Nurulinx,  obferved  every  ninth  day,  and 
ether  ccit-<in  days  of  the  week. 

I'hr  cuhom  of  faying  God  Mefs  you, 
v.’lien  a  perfoti  fneezes,  is  generally  derived 
Irom  a  difeafe  in  England,  in  w'hich  they 
that  fnce/ed  died,  about  4C0  years  ago  ; 
I'Ut  tiii.H  cannot  be  a  true  account  of  it : 
for  w?  arc  well  allured  it  was  a  cuflom  in 
tiic  d.iys  t)f  Nero,  and  was  found  by  our 
lirit  navigators  in  the  remoteft  parts  of 
Africa  and  the  Eaft :  the  ground,  thcre-r 
f  ''c,  of  this  ancient  and  cxlenfivccuftom 
v'as,  probably,  that  the  ancients  held 
fntc/i ng  to  be  a  gootl  or  bad  fign,  and 
confcquently  iifed  to  congratulate  the 
one,  and  deprecate  the  other,  by  this 
mode  of  falutation.  If  we  give  any  cre¬ 
dit  to  Plutarch,  Ariftotle,  and  other  cele¬ 
brated  writers,  fneezing  at  certain  times 
V’'a5  held  lucliv,  it  others  unlucky,  St 
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Aafiin  tdli  us,  that  ancients  were  wont 
to  go  to  bed  again,  if  they  fneezed  while 
they  put  on  their  Ihoes.  Perhaps,  the 
nailing  a  horfe-lhoc  on  the  thrclhold  of 
fome  people’s  doors,  though  now  pre¬ 
tended  to  keep  out  w itches,  might  be 
from  the  like  ciifiom  praitlfeJ  at  Bung- 
Icy-houfe,  near  Oakham,  in  Rutlanu- 
Ihire,  which  lordiliip  was  ei. joyed  with 
tliis  privilege:  “  TMt  if  any  of  noble 
birth  came  wir’un  the  hherty  of  that 
lordlhip,  they  iho.ild  forfeit,  as  an  ho¬ 
mage,  a  Ihoc  from  the  liorfe  on  which 
they  rode,  or  clic  redeem  it  with  a  fura 
of  money.”

A  man^s  good  name  is  his  bejl  Monument, 

WHENEVER  I  pafs  thro’  a  church¬ 
yard,  I  am  naturally  led  to  read 
the  epitaphs  on  the  tomb-ftones ;  and, 
indeed,  the  curiofity  to  perufc  the  iii- 
feriptions  of  a  dormitory,  or  burial-place, 
is  not  only  natural  to  many,  but  likely 
and  calculated  to  inflru^t  all,  from  the 
richeft  to  the  pooreft,  from  the  King  to 
the  beggar,  and  from  tlic  inoft  noble 
the  moft  unknown.  ^ 

To  obferve  the  various  dates  of  the 
deceafed,  fome  in  the  dawn  of  life,  olhcri 
in  their  full  vigour  and  maturity,  and  a 
third  clafs  in  the  vale  of  year.,  all  equally 
liable  to,  and  as  fuddeniy  mown  d4>wii 
by  the  Itrokc  of  Death,  as  fo  many  lup- 
Icfs  trophies  of  his  all-conquering  power, 
cannot  but  fuggeft  refiet^liuns  on  the  un¬ 
certainty  of  our  prefent  cxiilcncc,  and 
intimate  the  necelUty  of  preparing  far 
our  laft  great  change. 

But  how  cireful  Iliouhl  furvivors  be, 
to* prevent  the  ahufc  of  fuifomc  inferip- 
lions  and  Haltering  panegyrics.  VVlut 
folly  is  it  to  make  a  man’s  tomb-ltone 
belie  his  pill  condiu5t,  and  decUrc  thac 
which  is  t04»  well  known  to  be  falfc  and 
fpurious  !  What  matters  it  to  thofc  who 
are  got  beyond  tlic  reach  of  mortals  to 
be  praifed,  idolized,  and  exalted  by  the 
paHing  multitude,  if  their  names  are.  not 
written  in  the  Book  of  Life,  and  their 
good  deeds  follow  them  into  a  Rate  of 
glory!  Alas!  How  vain,  trlHing,  and 
infignificant  arc  the  appellations  of  Right 
Honourable  and  bis  Graee^  if  unaccompa¬ 
nied  by  Virtue,  Piety,  and  Benevolence  ! 
They  are  but  empty  names,  or  gilded  no¬ 
things,  in  the  views  of  the  difeeming  atnl 
judicious,  and  the  efiimation  of  Omni- 
fcience.

The  Hifiorical  Eulogy  comes  from  a  more 
refpedtable  hand,  the  excellent  Montef- 
qiiieii,  who,  when  he  painted  virtue  in 
others,  felt  the  fair  original  io  his  ow'n 
heart;  neverthelefs,  he  had  too  much 
wit  and  genius  for  a  mere  limner  or  draw¬ 
er  of  portraits  ; — fancy  was  ever  imper* 
ceptibly  mixing  itspicafant  touches  with 
the  colours  of  truth  ;  and  the  characters 
delineated  by  this  great  man  were  rather 
piBures  than  portraits.  His  account, 
however,  of  the  Duke  of  Berwick,  tho’ 
called  a  fketch,  is  an  excellent  compofi- 
tion,  and  makes  the  original  api^ear  in  a 
very  refpcClable  point  of  view,  as  a  virtu¬ 
ous  man,  and  a  military  commander  of 
the  firlt  merit. 

The  Memoirs  thcmfrlvcs  are  written 
with  modefty  and  ttmphcity  ;  tliey  difeo- 
ver  no  trace  of  vanity  or  fclf-fulliciency  ; 
nay  the  faBs,  whici.  the  noble  Author  de¬ 
clares  to  be  fueb,  on  his  own  knowledge, 
may  be  depended  upon;  but  his  decifions 
with  refpeCt  to  motives  and  characters, 
his  inductions  and  conclulions  from  fcvc- 
ral  tranfaClions,  are  falfc  and  illufury  in 
many  cafes.  He  may  have  been  deceived 
himfelf: — he  was  too  much  inierefted  in 
the  caufe  of  the  Stuart  family  to  be  proof 
againit  the  feduClion  of  prejudice,  and  he 
will  certainly  deceive  fuch  as  read  him 
with  an  implicit  credulity. 

In  this  ex^mCt  \vc  (hall  give  an  account 
of  the  part  which  this  eminent  man  aCted 
on  the  pu!)hc  theatre  of  life,  and  exhibit 
his  account  of  fome  of  the  tranfaCtions  of 
his  time,wMih  the  reneCtions  they  require, 
or  at  leaft  jullify. 

The  great  nun,  then,  who  is  the  fub* 
jeCl  of  the  author  of  thefe  Memoirs,  was 
born  on  the  21ft  of  Auguft,  1670.  He 
was  the  natural  fon  of  James  II.  by  Mifs 
Arabella  Churchill,  filler  to  the  Duke  of 
Marlborough.  At  the  age  of  fevcii  he 
was  lent  to  France,  to  be  educated  in 
(what  he  formerly  calls)  the  Catholic, 
Apoltolical,  and  Komilh  religion,  in  the 
college  of  the  priefis  of  the  oratory  at 
Jnllv,  fu'ui  thence  he  was  fent  to  that  of 
Plellis,  and  finilhed  his  fiudics  at  La 
Flcchf ,  under  the  care  of  Father  Peters, 
the  famous  Jefuit,  w^ell  known  in  Britilli 
hiflo  y.

Jn  1697,  the  Duke  of  Dcrwlck  ferved 
ag  u’li  in  Flanders,  in  the  army  comman¬ 
ded  by  Villeroi.  About  this  lime,  his 
fir  (I  wife,  a. daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Clan- 
ricard,  died.  She  left  him  a  Ton,  born  in 
1696,  to  whom  he  mai’e  over,  in  the  year 
1716,  the  duchy  of  Liria  in  Spain,  which 
he  had  obtained  as  a  recompenfe  for  the 
ferviccs  he  had  done  that  momichy  in 
the  w'ar  of  tlie  fucceffion.  In  171*0,  at 
his  return  fioin  Italy,  where  with  a  v^-y- 
age  of  pleafurc  he  had  minded  the  nc- 
gociations  of  a  politician,  he  married 
Mil’s  Rulkclcy,  maid  of  honour  to  the  ex* 
ilcd  and  cx-nneen  of  England.

But  this,  we  apprehend,  invalidates  hit 
atgumeut  ;  by  placing  this  notion  on  the 
authority  of  a  Jcwifli  writer,  and  not  rc- 
prefenting  it  as  the  cffeiff  of  uaiverfal 
con  fen  t. 

If  it  ihoiild  be  obieifled,  that  Mofes,  as 
an  inspired  writer,  was  the  onh  perfon 
who  coulil  give  a.iy  account  of  the  crea¬ 
tion,  we  anfwrr — that  this  objection 
takes  f.T  grantcv!  what  cannot  be  proved. 
We  do  li  lt  kiiirA'  how  tar  O’lr  ftrft  pa¬ 
rents  might  be  ac(|iiainted  with  fome 
paiticulars  rcl.itive  to  the  cofmogony. 
At  lead,  which  is  all  our  argument  rc- 
ijuires,  they  might  have  certain  grounds 
to  believe  that  the  earth  w’as  newly 
created,  or  that  they  were  the  firtl  inha- 
bitants.  In  this  cafe  fome  vague  tradi¬ 
tionary  accounts  of  the  creation  would 
naturally  be  tranfmiltcd  from  father  to 
fon  in  all  civilizeii  nations.  Ills  Lord- 
tliip,  therefore,  like  many  other  writers, 
pays  a  compliment  to  Mofes,  which  is 
p>rt*brbly  groundlefs,  as  well  as  injurious 
to  his  argument. — He  proqecds  : 

**  We  have  a  fecond  llrong  argument 
to  prove,  that  mankind  has  not  exifted 
from  all  eternity,  becaufe  we  have  plain 
foot-llrps  of  the  peopling  the  world  by 
degrees  within  the  compafs  of  .a  few 
ihoufands  of  years  pall.  Men,  well  ver- 
fed  in  ancient  liidory,  can  tiacc  the  arri¬ 
val  of  almofl  every  particular  people  into 
that  p.ut  (jf  tlic  earth  where  it  now  inha¬ 
bits  :  fome  tutious  by  degrees  have  mo¬ 
ved  farther  w*eftwari!,  others  to  the  foutb, 
and  others  to  the  n  rih,  .all  felting  out 
from  the  caflcru  countries,  w  here  Mofps 
affures  us,  and  wc  Chriflians  believe, 
that  m.ankiiul  had  it.s  l»eginnii.g  in  our 
firfl  p4fent.s.  Whereas,  ii  men  had  exif-’ 
ted  from  all  cteriiitv,  tlie  whole  earth 
mud  have  been  piopied  niillioiih  of  agrs 
before  the  dale  which  our  hifiorical  re- 
cor»!s  bear  ;  and,  ro  place,  after  fo  long 
a  fcrics  of  time,  could  have  been  left  un¬ 
inhabited  within  the  coinpais  of  the  lad 
lix  thoufanil  years. 

A  tlilrd  circundlance  to  prove  this,  is 
the  progrcis  of  the  levcial  arts  and 
iVUnce  an.oug  mankind;  which  wc  can 
clearly  trace  backward!:,  and  find  the 
original  of,  at  the  ilidanee  of  no  more 
years  than  arc  afTimicd  in  the  fcciptures 
tor  the  age  of  the  world. 

“  But,  ifiuanklnd  had  no  beginning, 
.all  thol'r  arts  and  fei cures  mull  have  been 
invented  and  ^erfe^kd  Icn^  befarc  attf 
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fftr.fmbrance  of  the  hiftorics  which  we

Tlie  author  proceeds  to  fbew,  that  the 
ideityexercifes  w  hat  divineoc.dl  an  actual 
piovidtncc  ill  llie  world.  Anioiig  other 
a’guments  in  dcfcMicc  of  this  article,  he 
infills,  that  the  powers  of  attruttiun  a.'id 
gravitation  are  proofs  of  (Jod's  conftant 
and  immediate  agency.  This  is  a  r.c- 
tior,  v-e  confefs,  which  is  maintalnril  by 
many  eminenc  writers  ;  but  as  incon- 
clulive  is  it  would  be  to  a/Tcit,  that  the 
going  of  a  clock  is  owing  to  the  cohftaiit 
and  immediate  agency  of  the  maker. 

In  the  dilcotirfc  ids  Lordllnp  pro¬ 
duces  the  moll  ohvitiiis  ai.d  latistadory 
arguments,  Which  reafon  affords,  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  a  future  ifate.'  In  Ij^c  four: he 
points  out  the  chief  of  thole  duties,  to 
which  wc  arc  directed  by  me  light  ot  lu- 
ture,  or,,  ill  other  words,  ihc  ohligationg 
of  natural  religion.  In  xY.cfftht  he  con- 
lidcrs  the  necrJJ'ary  ami  una'voidallc  im- 
perfci^ions  of  that  religion,  which  rcafoii 
alone  teaches  us  ;  and  fccundly  its 
cUffital  ones. 

Its  iieccliary  dcfvifls  he  reduces  to 
thefe  three  hcatls  :  Tnat  men,  under  the 
diredion  of  reafon  only,  wanted  autho¬ 
rity  to  commence  inttriicbjrs  ;  that' this 
religion  di«l  not,  and  could  not  polfibly, 
difcover  to  men,  that  God  would  afiiil 
tlicm  towards  tlie  dlfchargc  of  their  duty 
with  his  grace  ?.4id  divine  help  arnl  hfl- 
ly,  that  it  did  not,  and  could  nut,  find 
out  for  men  any  method  of  »e<o/;r ////;»; 
frc./ 1'>  t.hem,  whenever  they  had  oflin- 
ilci!  him  hy  tlieii  irarjfgrefTions. 

On  the  lafl  of  ilu  fc  topics  he  argues  in 
this  luanncr  ;  “  Repentarree  is  but  aftn  - 
wil'ilom  ;  it  alters  Lo'.hingof  pafl  f.iultf;
